Their success was 
a shining example of what McGill students, working 
in concert, are capable of achieving. 



The Alien SEC 



In the last two issues of the Daily we printed. the 
protests of several of the^executivès of undergrqduate 
societies and that of the President of thé Post-Graduale 
Students' Society, against the Daily's call for the aboli- 
tion of statutory grants to all these bodies,^ jljs not our 
intention at this time to refute what has been'wrltten. 
This will come In due course. 

We would however, like to call the attention of 
all students to one attitude which hasjieen prevalent 
in every protesting letter received ^to^ate; namely/ 
the accusation, implied or" expressed, that the SEC 
is a "large, diverse and aloof" body, devoid of under- 
standing of the campus as a whole and the individual 
societies in particular. The protesters would have us 
believe that the SEC is composed, not of students who 
have been active in many aspects of McGill life, 
but of a self-interested, self-appointed group of cold 
judges relentlessly moving to destroy their opponents 
and take "power". ' . 

The insinuation is patently false. , The SEC, for. the. 
information of its critics who should know better, is 
composed of 18 people. Five ore elected by either 
campus-wide, all male or all female electorates. 
Twelve ' others ore elected by the students in the 
various faculties, with Arts and Science and Engineer- 
ing each electing two members to this "aloof" body. 
One person, the Editor-in-Chief of the. Daily, because 
of the size of the Daily and its central position on 
campus, sits on the SEC by virtue of his appointment 
as Editor-in-Chief. 

This is hardly an aloof body, uninterested in the 
welfare of all McGill students. It is a body of students 
possessing collectively, vaste experience in campus 
affairs and the ability to judge the relative merits 
of different proposals free from sectional pressures, 
answerable^orily to the campus at large. . : ■ 

We' welcome^mments about and criticism of our 
proposals. However, we will not allow the students 
of McGill to be misled by this inaccurate and totally 
unfair pattern of aspersions cast against the only 
truly representative body on this campus.

Applying an 'adjective to a 
whole people or a natipn is 
analogous to what a cartoonist 
does . to' a ' penonage; .It is 
usually a distortion, and' always 
trite, since the epithet applies 
to a -hackneyed stereotype : 
"phlegmatic English", "amor- 
ous French", and so on. Never, 
theless, if one were to disregard 
these sage words and seek to 
identify the predominant cha> 
ractcrisUc of Canadians, it 
would be a mixture of self-sa- 
tisfaction and sclf-rightcousness. 
The French Canadian, of the 
'nationalist variety at any rate, 
share only half our faults; they 
are merely self-rightteous. 

If it is true that we seldom 
sing our own praises, this is 
only because we assume them to 
be manifest to others. The Ame- 
ricans used to share this delu- 
sion; they have since discover- 
ed that the more they brandish 
their virtues, the less attractive 
others find them. We have in 
common a certain sense of 
shock when criticism is aimed 
at us. . .^ 

Politically, we are flaccid, but ^ 
this is ^understandable consider-' 
ing oiir 'relatively small size and 
the eveii smaller number of 
competent leaders that we have 
produced in the last century. 
What is more reprehensible is: 
that we allow to be perpetrated 
the absurb notion that we are 
somehow more "moral" than 
other countries. The inevitable 
inconsistencies that this leads 
to are ignored: nuclear arms 
are not to be accepted, but ura- 
nium is made' available to all 
who can afford it; we won't re- 
cognize mainland China but are 
•most -enthusiastic about any 
profitable wheat deals; .' - 

' •■ We, strut about the interna' 
tionaHstage' lecturing; on coex- 
istence,'. . generosity, peace. 
Meanwhile....we .-.inutter .darkly 
about ;: ^'troùblcùtôih'eW<,.Quebee, 
allot à pitun«rto'iôrelgn coun. 
triesr as: what someone lii Otts: 
wa humôuroùsly calls .'aid', and. 
dash' about acquiring;' nuclear'/ 
arms, on flimsy pretexts." It li • 
not our behaviour that is so 
objectionable; ' what li repu- 
gnant is that pure white ban- 
ner fluttering over our every 
action.' 

Commercially, we have sold 
our economic autonomy for the 
sake ■ of an artificially high 
standard of living, a standard 
which we only enjoy, because . 
the Americans have been con*' 
tent to pour money into the 
country -and drain even more 
out of it.- This in iUelf is' fine, 
, except that we then turn around 
, and snap at the hand that feeds' 
va, tot having what we oursel- 
ves ga.ve I 

Sociologically, we again 
manage to cover a multitude 
of sins with the bland smile 
of indifference. At the men- 
tion of such things as ra- 
cial prejudice, religious intole- 
rance, and political extremism, 
we make all the appropriate 
clucking noises, but that is all. 
We remain both bigoted, as any 
Jew or Negro can testify ("but 
some of my best friends . . ."); 
and hopelessly parochial in 
mattèrs of . religion (for refe- 
rences, visit Southern Ontario). 

There we are; If the label 
fits...

While reading the Daily edi- 
torial of Nov. 1, 1063, 1 noticed 
the reference to the editorial of 
Oct. 28thj Biid wish to point out 
that the latter concerned itself 
solely wiihiundergraduate socle> 
Ues. ;! . 

Friday's' «éditorial appears .to 
spéak'âoptk'onxbebaif of ^.^the 
S.E;c.?*Wdy.ln!''é££èct,*. preiup- 
poses a kiiowledge 'of how the 
S.B.C. wUl vote on the question ' 
of statutory grants. If the SH-C. 
does not support this editorial 
at its next meeting, there is 
very little likelihood of a such 
an amendment even being pre- 
sented before a Students' Socie- 
ty meeting. You stated that 
Post-Graduates "because of their 
special position, pay only $10.00, 
of which $1.00 is turned over 
to thehr Society and $9.00 to the 
Students' Society". In actual 
fact, $8.00 are turned over to 
the Students' Society while the 
rest is split evenly between the 
PGSS and the PGSS Trust Fund 
(which is accumulating a capital 
sum towards the aquirlng of a 
House for Post-Graduate stu- 
dents). There' Is, in essence, a 
distribution of 80%, 10% and 
10%,° which Is the status /quo 
we have been trying to continue 
with thè^liiKher. fees that post- 
graduate' students will pay next 
yeiar.- '■' "'■/-. :- ■ . 

As far as the statements con- 
cerning "equalizing wealth" 
which -seem so nice at face 
value, all the S.E.C. would be 
doing would be to enable cer- 
tain minority clubs and socie- 
ties to be subsidized to an even 
greater extent. It is implied that 
the ASUS cannot spend its 
money wisely, I think that It Is 
up to the Arts and Science 
students to do somethlng'^ about 



the alleged situation' rather than- 
the SJ:.C. to use this money to 
give more to numerically poor 
societies.. It is already! true that 
these may obtain extra funds 
from the S.E.C.' If they show 
just 'cause In 'requesting them. 

Recent Daily editorials show 
the beginnings of a hunger for 
power and a drive to have the 
S.E.C. as the ultimate authority 
over activities on campus. The 
attainment of such power could 
prove to lead to the downfall 
of the S.E.C. 

The Post-Graduate Students'. 
Society was incorporated into 
the Students' Society in 1060 
against the will of its members 
and by most undemocratic 
means. If the S.E.C. were to 
try to control the PGSS any 
more than It now does, the 
Post-Graduate students will be 
forced to separate and become 
autonomous; once more... with 
an - accompanying loss to ,the 
Students' Society In the order 
of $20,000 per year.

give the PGSS too much economic 
autonomy. The SEC has already 
gone on record as favouring reco- 
gnition of the post-graduate stu- 
dents' special interests and the 
establishment of a Post-Graduate 
Centre on campus.
